Metro 

squad 

boosted 


Wayne County’s Board of 
Commissioners has approved 
expansion of the highly- 
successful undercover nar- 
cotics unit known as the Metro 
Squad, but rejected a bid to 
restore six positions to the 
Sheriffs road patrol. 

A $267,295 outlay was ap- 
proved unanimously Nov. 19. 
It formally establishes the 
Metro Squad as a separate 
unit within the Sheriffs Hoad 
Patrol and Investigation 
Division and expands its staff 
to 13 members. The Metro 
Squad has been operating with 
six officers “borrowed” from 
other Sheriff’s functions. 

The appropriation will also 
permit the purchase of ad- 
ditional specialized equipment 
for use in communications and 
surveillance. 

The six-man cut was 
recommended by the County 
Board of Auditors because 
Romulus incorporated as a 
city recently . Under long- 
standing policy, the Sheriff 
does not provide routine patrol 
service in cities. 

The Board of Com- 
missioners adopted a 
resolution along with the 
County budget Oct. 29, 
declaring its intention to 
gradually phase out free road 
patrol service for local 
communities. 

..At its last meeting, the 
Board of Commisssioners 
established a special com- 
mittee “for the purpose of 
reviewing alternative 
methods towards financing of 
adequate law enforcement 
service throughout the county, 
and ability and wilingness of 
local communities (primarily 
townships) to finance local

The committee has been 
conducting public hearings on 
various phases and aspects of 
the proposed ordinance with 
the planning commission 
since its inception in August of 
this year. 

Following city incorporation 
for Romulus in May, 1970, the 
city council approved with 
revisions and amendments a 
zoning ordinance enacted in 
March, 1970 by the old 
township board 

This new zoning ordinance 
met with strong disfavor in 
some areas of the city. 

A citizen’s group objecting 
to a multiple zoning 
classification for a land site at 
Middlebelt and Van Born 
Rds., an area near their 
homes, initiated a referendum 
vote drive to kill the ordinance. 

In a special referendum 
election held on Aug. 4 of this 
year, voters rejected the 
amended ordinance by a vote 
of 1,254 to 6)3 voting for ap- 
prrval 

Of the city’s registration of 
8.390, only 2.622 persons went 
to the polls to vote on the 
referendum and nominate 
candidates for state and 
county federal offices. 

Following the defeat of the 
ordinance, members of the 
city council immediately 
called a public hearing for 
Aug. 6. More than 30 area 
residents, plus businessmen 
and government officials were 
in attendance. 

Prior to the public hearing, 
council approved an 
Emergency Resolution with 
immediate effect that the city 
use the old Towiiship Zoning 
Ordinance which w r as based on 
the old Township Planning Act 
pending adoption ot new or- 
dinance. 

The Citizens Advisory 
Committee, along with its 
various recommendations for 
area zoning and 

classifications, also recom- 
mended a much stronger 
enforcement of city or- 
dinances relating to building 
codes and an updating of the 
Building Officials Con- 

ference of America (BOCA) 
building codes now being used 
by the city.

An 8-year-old daughter of 
Mrs Cummings was also 
found in the car She was 
unharmed 

The combined efforts of 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
detective division and 
Romulus police led to the 
arrest of Covington at the 
Wayne Rd. exist on westbound 
I 94 Expressway after police 
officers spotted a car he was 
driving. 

The cause of death was

Mrs. Mi *h<*e s said a 
massive letter w-riting 
campaigr. t'* the North 
Vietnamese delegation to the 
Paris Peace Talks was being 
launched by the V.F.W. 

’‘All Americans are invited 
to join in this vital project,” 
she said. “Our men are being 
subjected to barbaric physical 
and mental subjugation and 
we firmly believe that if our 
country shows it is united 
over this issue this inhumane 
treatment will stop and they 
will be released.” 

The letters are to be ad- 
dressed to Xuan Thuy; 
Delegation of the Democratic 
Republic Vietnam 8, Avenue 
General Leelerc; 94 Choisey- 
le-Roi : Paris, France.- 

Thuy is chief negotiator for 
North Vietnam, Mrs. Michaels 
explained. Cost of postage is 
2 cents and the letters should 
contain the following points : 

1 — Thenamesof . all 
Americans held (prisoners of 
war and missing in action) be 
released. 

2 — The return home of all 
prisoners starting im- 


mediately with the sick and 
disabled. 

2 — Humane treatment of 
all held. 

The Post and its Ladies 
Auxiliary lecently circulated 
petitions urging freedom and 
humane treatment for 
American POW* held by the 
North Vietnamese. Viet Cong 
and other Communists in 
Southeast Asia. 

“More than 2 million 
signatures were gathered by 
V.F.W. members throughout 
the United States," Mrs. 
Michaels reported. “V.F.W. 
Commander-in-Chief Herbert 
R Rainwater personally 
sought to deliver them to the 
North Vietnamese delegation 
in Paris but they callously 
refused to see him or to even 
receive the petitions. 

“This rebuff will not halt 
us,” Mrs. Michaels said. 
“Commander-in-Chief 
Rainwater firmly believes 


that a show of concern — that 
Americans are united over the 
wellbeing of our POWs — will 
result in better treatment and 
eventual freedom for these 
men.”

PCHA’s exeutive 
director. 

“This system has been in 
operation at our Beyer 
Hospital for several months 
andnoxvweareaddingit to the 
facilities at Annapolis, Outer 
Driveand Seaway units," said 
Dr Klicka 


Also, in the event of a 
catastrophic accident or fire 
this system will enable area 
hospitals and ambulance 
firms to better coordinate and 
expedite their emergency 
operation." 


It is expected that the PCHA 
emergency radio system will 
eventually be part of an area- 
wide and state-wide com- 
munication set up This 
hospital radio network plan is 
now being implemented.

Two teens held 
in shooting 


A 17-year-old and a 15-year- 
old. both residents of Dear- 
born Heights, have been 
arrested by the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol officers 
in the shotgun shooting of a 
Romulus man 

Taken into custody by 
sheriff’s detectives were Gary 
Lynn Mulkev. 17. of 4711 
Mayfair, and his juvenile 
companion. 

They are accused of 

shooting Anthony M Rhode. 
19. of 28109 Goddard Rd.. 
Romulus. 

Rhode is presently in a 
serious condition in Wayne 
County General Hospital He 
had been shot in the back at 
the base of the spine. 

Tin* shooting allegedly 
occurred in a field in the 
vicinity of Goddard and Wick 
Rds. Rhode managed to get 


into his car and drive home. 

His father called Wayne 
County Sheriff’s deputies An 
amuhiance rushed Rhode to 
the hosp.tal 

According to the police 
report. Rhode implicated the 
two in the shooting. Mulkev 
was arrested first, and the 
juvenile later, by Dearborn 
Heights police Romulus 
police assisted in the in- 
vestigation 

Police are investigating a 
report that the shooting 
followed an alleged argument 
between Rhode and the two in 
custody about Rhode 
testifying against the two in 
another police case 

The investigation and the 
arrested youths were turned 
over to the Taylor police as the 
shooting occurred in their 
jurisdiction

This is a time when it seems that most 
human energies are devoted to kicking or 
complaining. It is therefore doubly satisfying 
to welcome, once again, that good old 
traditional holiday-Thanksgiving.

New bills would 
help preserve lands 



Two bills aimed at preserving some of 
Michigan’s most attractive scenery won final 
approval in the November session of the 
legislature. One of them protects the state’s 
scenic rivers, the other Michigan’s Great 
Lakes shoreline. 

They are two of a series of environmental 
quality bills that passed the legislature this 
year. 

Both the rivers and shoreline bills, which 
have now been sent to the Governor for his 
signature, are designed to prevent unwanted 
commercial exploitation of the state’s beauty 
spots. 

Under the scenic rivers bill, the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources will be able to 
specify certain rivers as scenic areas and 
then establish zoning to protect and preserve 
them.. 

The version of the bill passed in November 
was a compromise of a measure which had 
earlier passed the House. The House version 
would have allowed the Natural Resources 
Commission to set zoning regulations 400 feet 
back from the river shoreline On designated 
scenic rivers. 

The Senate struck out this zoning power, 
leaving the commission with only authority to 
specify the scenic areas and to encourage 
their preservation. 

The final compromise reached by a House- 
Senate conference committee on the bill 
permits the commission to recommend 
protective zoning regulations which would 
thon be subject to public hearings and put into 
effect by the involved local unit of govern- 
ment. However, if the local government fails 
to act within one year, the state could move in 
and se‘ its own rules. 

Also included in the compromise version is 
a provision which gives property owners or 
potential land developers the right to appeal 
any zoning restriction imposed by either the 
state or the local government. 

Tlir compromise was approved by the 
House by a 73 to 9 vote and in the Senate by a 
vote of 28 to 5. 


Speaking of schools

The legislation is expected to be readily 
signed by the Governor. It will be known as 
the Wild. Scenic and Recreational Rivers 
Protection Act. 

The Great Lakes shorelines bill authorizes 
state agencies to study possible ecological 
and aesthetic threats to the Great Lakes 
shores and to establish guidelines for 
presentation of the shore areas. The state will 
have the power to establish zoning rules 
which would prevent unwise commercial 
development or other misuse of the shoreline 
environment once it has been environment 
once it has been established that there would 
be threats to the ecology. 

Local governments will have the respon- 
sibility of carrying out the state guidelines, 
with assistance from available federal funds. 
However, the local governments would have 
no more than three years to comply with the 
guidelines If they do not the state could step 
in to see that they are carried out. 


The bill cleared the House by a 91 to 1 vote 
after earlier approval by the Senate. Among 
the other legislation approved in the 
November session is a bill designed to make it 
easier to place hard-to-adopt children. It will 
remove from the Probate Code a requirement 
that pre-adoption investigations by court 
officers take into consideration the racial, 
religious and cultural backgrounds of the 
children. 

The court still could take these factors into 
consideration, but they will now no longer 
have undue precedence over other important 
factors. 

Another bill sent to the Governor will 
enable the State Treasury Department to 
deputize its officers to make it easier for them 
to deal with delinquent taxpayers. 

The legislature is now in recess until 
December There is expected to be a short 
December session to wind up the work of the 
75th Legislature.

Tomorrow is Thanksgiving Day. 

In the United States and Canada, Thanksgiving 
Day is a day set aside for the giving of thanks with 
feasting and prayer for the many blessings received 
during the year. 

We here at home and people throughout America 
have much to be thankful for. 

Our religious freedom, our advances in 
technology, our achievements in space and our 
constant efforts to improve our relations with one 
another are just a few of the important things that 
warrant our sincere thanks and prayers. 

The* first Thanksgiving days were harvest 
festivals, or days for thanking God for plentiful 
crops. For this reason the holiday still takes place in 
the fall, after the crops have been gathered. 

In the United States, Thanksgiving is usually a 
family day, celebrated with big dinners and joyous 
reunions. Many persons traveled hundreds of miles 
•o spend the day with their parents. Thanksgiving is 
also a time for serious religious thinking, church 
services and personal prayer. 


The first American Thanksgiving was celebrated 
during the second winter the Plymouth colonists 
spent in the New World. The first dreadful winter in 
Massachusetts had nearly killed half the members 
of the colony. But new hope grew up in the summer 
of 1621. 

The re cords of Thanksgiving relate that the com 
harvest of 1621 brought rejoicing. Gov William 
Bradford decreed that Dec. 13, 1621, be set aside as 
a day of feasting and prayer, to show gratitude of 
the colonists that they were still alive. 

The women of the colony spent many days 
preparing for the feast. Foods were boiled and 
baked and roasted. The children were kept busy 
turning roasts on spits, or rods, in front of open 
fires. 

More than 80 friendly Indians came to the feast. 
The Indians brought wild turkeys and venison as 
their share. The tables were set outdoors, and all 
the people sat around them like one large family.

Unemployment rate 
reflected in club 


The rising unemployment 
rate among executives is 
being reflected by mem- 
bership in the Forty Plus Club 
of New York, where men who 
not long ago made between 
$15,000 and $100,000 a year 
help each other find work. 

“They’ve been pouring in 
here recently,” said one 
member, a commuter from 
Westchester County who has a 
big housing bill to meet and 
six youngsters under 10 to 
support. Median age is 53, 
median income about $25,000. 

Membership is now up to 
180, compared with 90 a year 
ago, and rising applications 
indicate that eight to 10 will be 
added to the rolls each week 
for at least the remainder of 
the year. 

Activity also is picking up in 
some of the other Forty Plus 
Clubs in Washington, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Denver, Los Angeles, 
and San Francisco-Oakland. 

In Manhattan, each 
member must make a $100 
contribution if he is accepted 
and then work 2Vi days a week 
in the club’s drab office, 
where coats are hung together

Not one of the club members 
has a steady, income- 
producing job, but there isn’t a 
loafer among them. The 
typewriters and telephones 
are busier than in most offices 
as members rewrite resumes 
and process job opportunities. 

When a member finds a job, 
and thereby evicts himself, a 
big brass bell is struck and 
those not yet so fortunate send 
up a cheer. One man made it 
in 18 minutes; most wait 
months. The average of 
“outgoings" is six to eight a 
week. 

Times are poor in job 
markets today, especially 
when a man reaches 40 and 
suddenly must seek em- 
ployment for the first time. 
The executive veneer 
sometimes cracks, and most 
members concede they are 
bewildered and lonely. 

Nearly 50 per cent have 
never been out of work before 
and many never thought they 
would be. They are shocked 
not only at losing income, but 
group life and health in- 


Each child is treated differently 


Every parent knows each of their children is 
different. 

In every classroom each child is different, too 
For most . the difference is not great For some, it is. 
These children need special help and attention 
The object is to help every child get the most out 
of the school experience, to take a place in an adult 
world, to reach his potential 
The school psychological diagnostician— 
Michigan’s term for school psychologist— is the 
person who must certify that a child needs this 
extra measure of help He does this by giving a test 
or series of tests which ask and try to answer 
several questions 


What is this child's general level of ability 9 What 
are his strengths, his weaknesses, in reading, in 
math? What has he already learned: Is he able to 
make sense out of what he sees and hears and is he 
able to control his movements 9 

From these tests, a description of a child 
emerges. From this, it is often clear what special 
needs the child has When those needs fit the 
program for the mentally handicapped— the Type A 
Program— the diagnostician recommends the child 
have that program 

He keeps in touch with the child’s teacher and 
learns of the child’s progress. Often he talks with

the parents about various problems and offers 
suggestions. 

When time allows, he may become involved in 
diagnosing other learning problems of children with 
average or above average intelligence. There are so 
many children who could be getting much more out 
of school, if we only knew what was going wrong 
with the learning process and how to change the 
schools to deal with it.

Klein spoke somewhat 
facetiously-but not altogether 
so. He recalls that one 
member decided to get in a 
final round of golf before 
resigning from his country 
club. By the end of the day he 
had accepted a job from a new 
member. 

“The rule here is that there 
are no rules,” says Klein. 
“You look for the breaks." 

You’d hardly believe him if 
you viewed the operation, 
where men who have had the 
bad luck to lose their jobs 
seldom trust to luck to get 
another. Instead, they work 
efficiently, quietly, 
systematically. 

One group interviews new 
applicants. Another checks 
credentials and references. 
Counseling is always in 
progress. And the marketing 
committee is always busy 
trying to sell men to a con- 
stantly updated Iistof3,000 
companies. 

They use the telephones too, 
but everyone understands that 
the system orders members 
never to dial the middle phone 
of the three along the wall. It’s 
kept open for incoming job 
calls.

protection, either by 
establishment of their own 
police departments or by 
contract with the Sheriff.” 

The committee will consist 
of two commissioners plus 
representatives of the Board 
of Auditors, Sheriff, 
Prosecuting Attorney and the 
Citizens Research Council of 
Michigan.

It’s about as sensible to 
judge a new drama group on 
the basis of its opening 
production as it is to judge the 
Lions on their first month’s 
effort or the Pistons on their 
first dozen games-and as 
hazardous. 

Meadow Brook Theatre, 
which opened its season with a 
revival of Thornton Wilder’s 
“The Skin of Our Teeth,” is by 
no means a new group but, 
since the departure of John 
Fernald, it’s a whole new ball 
game for them, so com- 
mentary on the new status of 
the company will be 
necessary. 

Although definitive word 
should be postponed until the 
new artistic director, Terence 
Kilburn, gets one season 
under his belt, some 
preliminary evaluations are 
possible. 

First, a season which in- 
cludes the likes of “Life with 
Father,” “A Thousand 
Clowns” and "The Fan- 
tasticks” is a rapid descent to 
strictly commercial theater 
from the lofty heights of 
Shakespeare and Shaw, 
Chekhov and Ibsen that 
Fernald played around with. 

But the storm warnings 
have been up for months about 


Meadow Brook’s budget and 
Kilburn may be a realist. 

A company which includes 
Harry Ellerbe and Elisabeth 
Orion is a long way from 
community theatrics, but this 
year’s company lacks the 
depth of previous companies, 
where the smallest walk-ons 
were cast with the 
discrimination of the leads. 
The major roles in the Wilder 
work are in capable hands but 
the minor are in the hands of 
students this year. 

Actually, the Kilburn 
regime began with last year’s 
closing production of “Ah, 
Wilderness.” Fernald had 
taken the main portion of the 
company to New York for its 
disastrous Chekhov staging 
while Kilburn fleshed out the 
remnants of the company with 
new faces like Ellerbe and 
students from Meadow 
Brook’s Academy of Dramatic 
Art for the O’Neill effort 

Several of the faces in- 
troduced then, like Ellerbe, 
Phillip Mallet, and Richmond 
Johnson, form the nucleus of 
this year’s group-some, like 
Johnson, only a year removed 
from student status- 
augmented by a few old faces 
like Miss Orion and fleshed out 
by current Academy students. 
The Days of Eric B£rry would 
seem to be gone forever. 

“Skin of Our Teeth.” 
Wilder’s delightful com- 
mentary on man’s ability to 
survive everything man and 
nature can throw at him, 
starts out in thoroughly 
flamboyant fashion, full of the 
heartiness one sometimes 
finds substituting for depth in 
community production 

But, by the post-war scenes 
in act three, it achieves a 
maturity beyond the average 
amateur staging. 


Miss Orion stands out as a 
strong and vital Mrs. An- 
trobusand Andrea Stonorov is 
equally sensitive as her 
daughters. Ellerbe is a buff 
and hearty Antrobus, but 
Barbara Quinn falls short of 
the sexy explosive force one 
wants in a Sabina. 

Meadow Brook is still in the 
ballpark but whether it has a 
winning team remains to be 
seen.

“A league of fear”. 

That is what it appears to be — and for that reason 
apparently Romulus High School is dropping out of the 
Twin Valley Conference after the current school year. 

Students in that league, which is presently composed of River 
Rouge, Ecorse, Willow Run and Romulus are afraid to attend 
athletic activities between the league schools, so school officials 
are seriously considering dissolving the conference. , 

“Our kids are terrified to go to Ecorse,” said Romulus head 
football coach George Pratt. “Do you realize that we did not sell 
one ticket to our student body for that game. 

“And for the Willow Run game we sold only six pre-game 
tickets because, again, students just don’t want to risk getting 
intimidated or worse, getting hurt, by attending one of the 
games.” 

And because of the turmoil, Romulus has decided to drop out, 
to play an independent schedule next year until it can find a 
league compatible to its athletic needs. 

But that too may be difficult. 

There are very few schools who are of equal strength. The 
logical league for Romulus is the Mid- Wayne where there is an 
equal balance of both races. (Romulus is about 60 percent white 
and 40 black). The Mid-Wayne has recently completed ex- 
pansion plans and will become a seven school league with 
Wayne Memorial and Dearborn Heights Annapolis joining 
hands with the older league affiliates as Garden City East, 
Inkster, Dearborn Heights Robichaud, Taylor Center and 
Lutheran West. 

And it’s doubtful that Wayne Memorial would want Romulus 
in the same league. The two were involved in a rock-throwing 
incident after a basketball game last year in Romulus. 

Romulus is looking to Saginaw for football and the tri-cities 
are just too powerful for the Eagles. 

There are problems but many refuse to admit it. Tne 
problems — and they are of a racial nature — must be resolved 
by the student bodies themselves. If they can't resolve them — 
then, believe me — the teachers, school officials, police 
departments cannot. — Students know who the trouble makers 
are and they will have to learn to do their ow r n police work. If 
not, as one athletic director told me last year. “In a few a years 
there just won’t be any competitive high school sports because 
all of us are afraid to intermingle.” 

Some time ago (a pretty long time ago at that) I remember 
what another writer wTote about “Fear”. It goes something like 
this: 

“The thing that numbs the heart is this: 

That men cannot devise 

.Some scheme of life to banish fear 

That lurks in most men’s eyes.”

Chief tells results 
of winter driving tests 


.You need traction to go in 
rain, sleet or snow, Romulus’ 
Chief of Police .Jacob J 
Koch observed Monday and 
then he added this comment: 

“When we want the best 
possible traction aids for our 
emerenry vehicles and for 
prevailing conditions, we 
refer back to tests conducted 
over the years by the National 
Safety Council s Commitee on 
Winter Driving Hazards.” 

The chief cited findings by 
the NSC committee that can 
be helpful to all motorists: 

For stopping ability — for 
stopping on ice. conventional 
snow tires were found to offer 
no advantage. Studded snow' 
tires produced a 19 percent 
improvement; reinforced tire 
chains a 50 percent im- 
provement over regular tires. 

On loose snow, however, 
conventional snow* tires were 
found to be 13 percent better 
than regular tires; reinforced 
tire chains were 37 percent 
belter. 

For pulling power — for 
getting started and for 
keeping moving, tests 
disclosed that conventional 
snow tires provided only a 
small improvement on glare

tee 28 percent. Studded tires 
developed about three times 
the pull ; reinforced tire chains 
about seven times the pull of 
regular tires on ice.

To this warning, the chief 
added a second admonition: 

“Regardless of the help 
provided by these traction 
aids, in no instance can a 
driver stop, go or steer nearly 


as well with regular highway 
tires on dry pavement.” 

His suggested solution is to 
think out every maneuver well 
in advance so you can slow 
down, steer or accelerate 
gently. This is the way to 
avoid sudden. hast\ changes 
ineitherspeed or direction — 
sure skid procuders. 

**lt’s every driver’s 
responsibility,” Chief Koch 
concluded, “to be aware of the 
type of driving conditions he 
will encounter and to equip his 
car for the best possible 
traction. 


In what is believed to be a 
“first.” the Wayne County 
Planning Commission has 
retained a prominent 
ecologist, Dr William E. 
Cooper, to advise on the en- 
vironmental effects of 
governmental decisions. 

Dr. Cooper is an associate 
professor of zoology at 
Michigan State University 
(MSU) and a nationally- 
known ecologist w r ho has 
spoken and published widely 
on the subject. 

“The Planning Commission 
has engaged Dr Cooper in 
order to make its recom- 
mendations to the County 
Board of Commissioners and 
the County Board of Auditors 
as realistic and far-sighted as 
possible,” said Commission 
Chairman Gerald E, Warren 

He added. “Dr Cooper will 
be advising us on the real 
effects of how we in the 
metropolitan area use our 
natural resources and our 
,*nv iromnent. Jointly with the 
Commission, he will explore 
what these facts mean to long- 
range planning.” 

One of Dr. Cooper 
specialities, aquatic ecology, 
will be especially important 
because of Wayne County’s 
location on, and dependence 
upon, the Great Lakes, 
Warren said. 

In his first day-long meeting 
with the Planning Commission 


staff. Dr Cooper warned that 
some aspects of our 
deteriorating environment 
will reach the crisis stale — 
“the point of no return” — 
well within the lifetime of the 
present generation. 

He stressed that “good 
intentions” must be backed by 
sound research if the trend is 
to be reversed He cited 
pollution of Lake Erie as an 
example, saying the 
elimination of phosphates 
from detergents will not save 
the dying lake if nitrates are 
increased. 

In fact, he warned, dumping 
waste materials into water- 
ways, even after the waste has 
beei. treated, merely moves 
ilu problem of chemical 
reaction away from the source 
rather than solving it. 

At present. Dr. Cooper said, 
valuable chemical compounds 
are disposed of as waste in 
many of our in- 
dustrial processes, even 
through they should be 
recaptured because they will 
be needed as raw materials as 
available supplies become 
more scarce. 

Such factors relate to 
population expansion and land 
use decisions hi*.! must be 
weighed carefully in the 
planning process, Dr Cooper 
pointed out.

This year’s turkey crop is 
eight percent larger than last 
year.

Dairy product names can be 
valuable guides to product fat 
content, explains a consumer 
marketing information agent 
for the Cooperative Extension 
Service, Michigan State 
University. 

“For example,” says Mrs. 
Sheila Morley, ”if a carton 
says table or coffee cream or 
light cream, the fat content is 
18 to 20 percent. Whipping 
cream, however, is 30 percent 
fat and heavy whipping cream 
contains 36 percent fat. Half 
and half has only 10 to 12 
percent fat.” 

As fat content diminshes, so 
does calorie count, Mrs. 
Morley says. Whipping cream 
has three times the calories of 
half and half. 

“Sour” dairy products are 
actually cultured fresh cream 
or milk. Sour ream is made 
from coffee cream (18 to 20 
percent fat.) Sour half and 
half is cultured from half and 
half (about 10 percent fat). 

Yogurt is made fiom fresh, 
partially skimmed milk, 
enriched with additional 
nonfat dry milk. Plain yogurt 
is much lower in calories than 
the flavored varieties, Mrs. 
Morley says.

Too many families 
overeat rich food 


The affluent society may 
become the corpulent society 
soon — if it doesn’t watch out. 

During the past 20 years, 
middle-income families have 
gotten steadily more obese, 
according to the Health In- 
surance Institute. 

In January, the U.S. Public 
Health Service estimated that 
10 to 12 per cent of middle- 
income families — those with 
annual incomes of $12,000 or 
more — are overweight to a 
point that jeopardizes their 
health and ruins their ap- 
pearance. Further estimates 
say tha an additional 20 
percent of families in this 
group are heading toward 
overweight. 

The so - called convenience 
foods — quick TV tray dinners 
and pizza snacks, hot dogs, 
French fries, and the like 
can take the bows for 
producing a generation of 
heavy, listless persons who 
have the means to plan more 
balanced diets. 

Members of the White 
House Conference on Food, 
Nutrition and Health recently 
charged that despite the 
amount of money spent on 
food in our country, families 
are still eating too many 
wrong things. 

A published report said that 
37 percent of middle-income 
families are poorly nourished 
despite spending upwards of 
$2,500 or more each year on 
edibles. 

One problem could be the 
choice of food. 

Another could be how the 
food is prepared. 

Take an expensive cut of 
meat — perhaps a prime- 
quality steak, properly laced 
with fat. Although ads show 
meals built around just such a 
selection, a steady diet of this 
type of meat would be too rich 
in calories for the average 
person 

There also can be a 
problem in the cooking of food. 
Many vegetables are so 
overcooked that the original 
vitamins are lost. Some high- 
protein items, such as calves’ 
liver* when simmered in 
butter or bacon fat and served

5. Eat more raw fruits and 
green and yellow vegetables 
but steam-cook the

6. Abandon freak diets and 
crunchy snaks and con- 
venience foods.
